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FLYERS’ OWN STORY 


O'Brine and Jackson 
Tell Experiences on 


Their. Record Flight 


Exclusive Narrative, Written for Post- 
Dispatch, Gives Intimate Glimpses of 


Their Daily Life During 420 
Hours in the Air. 


BY DALE JACKSON AND FOREST O’BRINE. 


Dictated jointly by the pilots of the St. Louis Robin at Hotel 
Coronado this morning.

E felt like the Robin had landed on another planet after flying 


around seventeen and one-half days up there. 


We had been away 


from earth so long everything was strange to us. We had several sur- 
prises and a few dangerous moments while we were traveling around 
over St. Louis, but our greatest surprise was the size of the crowd 


awaiting us in the rain, and the friendliness of its welcome. 


Contrary 


to our expectations, we felt even oetter when we landed than when we 


took off. 

“We flipped a coin to see who 
would take the ship off and Obie 
won. After taxiing out on the 
field for the take-off we ran into 
a soft spot on the ground. On 
account of the heavy load, the 
ship came to a stop. Figuring we 
had to get started somehow, I 
jumped out the door, told Obie to 
give her the gun again and I gave 
a good push on the struts, at 
which the ship started. Running 
along for about 100 yards or so, 
she finally took hold and I jumped 
on board in time to be part of the 
fli,ht.’’—(Jackson.) 

‘*After the ship began to roll 
she gained speed easily and the 
take-off was smoother than we 
expected with this load.” 
O’BRINE. 

‘“‘We climbed the ship slowly to 
2500 feet altitude and began the 
long grind of cireling about the 
airport. The first few hours the 
noise of the motor hurt our 
ears but we readily became ac- 
customed to it and were surprised 
to find how little vibration there 
really was. We h anticipated 
that vibration woul@ be one of 
our worst enemies and certainly 
were glad to find out that the new 
motor mount had taken care of all 
excess vibration. 

The First Nap. 

“Right at the start of the trip 
I decided to keep in the best pos- 
sible condition. Obie, who took 
off, was still at the controls for 
the first four hours. Having been 
on the field from 4:30 in the 
morning unti! the time of our 
takeoff at 7:17 I stretched myself 
out on the mattress which cov- 
ered the big gasoline tank in the 
fuselage for our first nap in the 
air. I found it rather difficult to 
get the swing of sleeping in our 
little old flying hotel.” — (Jack- 
son.) 

“At 11 o’clock a. m, Red re- 
lieved me and took the control. I 
had found that the ship was easy 
on the controls and almost no care 
at all to fly. We were started with 
everything in our favor and it 
was only a question in our minds 
how long the old motor would run. 
We were out to break the record 
for endurance flying and every- 
thing seemed O. K.’’—(O’Brine.) 

“Here we were for better or 
worse in our little Curtiss Chal- 
lenger Robin, the first light ship 
ever to attempt an endurance 
flight. Previously all such endur- 
ance test had been made in large 
cabin ships, with plenty of room 
and plenty of power; Ours was a 
small ship and one of the ques- 
tions at stake was whether two 
men could do their work and ex- 
ist in good health within such 
cramped quarters long enough to 
better the old mark of approxi- 
mately 247 hours. 

“The Curtiss-Robin is built to 
hold a pilot and two passengers 
—the pilot sits in a comfort- 
able seat forward, behind two 
side-by-side seats. The latter, of 
course, were taken out of the St. 
Louis Robin to make way for the 
oblong 125 gallon tank. Between 
the top of this tank over which 
were spread our mattress bed 
and the roof of the cabin there 
is about two feet clearance. In 
this small space we had to take 
our rest during the long grind 
and get in what exercise with our 


legs we could to keep from grow- 
ing stiff. 
Engine and Gauges. 

*‘As one or the other of us took 
the controls we had before us the 
instrument board which required: 
constant watching to check the 
progress of our flight The in- 
struments on this board, arranged 
very much like the dashboard of 
an automobile, are the _ tacho. 
meter, which gives the revolutions 
per minute of Old Faithful, our 
motor; the oil pressure gauge, 
which would be the first place 
for us to note trouble with the 
engine, as indicated by overheat- 
ing; the temperature gauge, 
which registers the heat of the 
engine; the altimeter, which 
gives the distance above the 
ground in feet; the air speed 
indicator, which its name. ex- 
plains; the rate of climb indi- 
cator; and the bank and turn 
indicator, which makes it possible 
to fly in darkness or through 
storm clouds. This instrument 
board is lighted indirectly for 
night flying. 

“Our engine, of course, is the 
comparatively new Curtiss Chal- 
lenger power unit. It differs from 
all other air-cooled engines in 
that it has an even number of cyl- 
inders. Where most air-cooled 
radial engines have an un- 
even number, this has two sets of 
three cylinders on a double throw 
crank shaft. One of the scien- 
tific reasons for this flight was to 
test out the theory of design be- 
hind this engine. No doubt exists 
in our mind today but that this 
theory is O. K. 

“‘According to our log the first 
three entries show that we were 
cruising easily at an altitude of 
3000 feet above the earth with 
everything functioning smoothly. 
Taken every 30 minutes these en- 
tries are “motor running  well,’’ 
“motor O K,” “Ship and motor 
steady,”” with the revolutions of 
the motor constantly at 1350 per 
minute. Our air speed during the 
first and crucial period of the 
flight went down gradually from 
60 to 50 miles an hour. The tem- 
perature of the engine remained 
constant at 65 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The weather was overcast. 


The First Refueling. 

“Our first contact with our re- 
fueling ship came at 12:30 in the 
afternoon, an hour after Red took 
over the controls from Obie. 

“I had just dropped a note for 
some sandwiches which I saw the 
boys on the ground pick up. We

Removal of Federal Com- 
mission’s Secretary, Since 
Accomplished, Suggested 
in Secret Memorandum. 


TRUST OPPOSES KING 
AS ACCOUNTING HEAD 


Utilities Disclose Fight on 
Applying ‘‘Prudent In- 
vestment” of Valuation to 
Water Projects.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—How 
the Power Trust hopes to under- 
mine the Federal waterpower act 
of 1920 has been brought to light 
by a confidential memorandum 
written by a person possessing in- 
timate knowledge of the act and 
thought tu have been distributed 
only among those highest up in 
the power industry. 

The report is entitled “The Fed- 
eral Waterpower Act and Its Ad- 
ministration, a Summary With 
Suggestions.” It is marked “con- 
fidential’” and the text indicates 
that it was prepared by some One 
in the National Electric Light As- 
sociation, one of the “big three’ 
in the power industry. One of the 
suggestions has already been ac- 
complished, namely, the removal 
of O. C. Merrill, former executive 
secretary of the Federal Power 
Commission, who resigned July 1 
to accept a similar positiop with 
the American Committee of the 
World Power Conference, an or- 
ganization financed by the Power 
Trust. 

The report disoloses that’ the 
Power Trust accepted the water- 
power act as a compromise, after 
having difficulty with the revoc- 
able waterpower permits formerly 
issued by the Secretaries of War, 
Interior and Agriculture. The jn- 
dustry’s chief objective now, ac- 
cording to the report, is to get the 
accounting division away from the 
supervision of William V. King, 
who has applied to waterpower 
projects the Interstate Commerce 
Com mission’s “prudent invest- 
ment,”” or actual cost system, of 
valuation, together with a _ fixed 
annual charge for depreciation. 

For Solidarity of Action. 

The report states that “The 
summary has been prepared in or- 
der that there may be a better un- 
derstanding of this matter, with a 
subsequent solidarity of action 
concerning it by the entire electric 
power companies.”’ 

“For several years prior to 
1920,” the confidential report 
states, “‘representatives of the elec- 
trical industry attempted to pro- 
cure national legislation which 
would provide a more permanent 
tenure for private development of 
waterpower than the _ revocable 
permits issued by the Secretaries 
of War, Interior, and Agriculture 
for such developments on navi- 
gable streams, on Indian lands and 
public domain and on the United 
States forest lands, respectively. 

“This attempt was opposed by 
the Government ownership group. 
The Federal Waterpower Act was 
finally passed in June, 1920, as a 
compromise in which the power 
interests obtained a definite ten- 
ure in the form of a license for 
a maximum period of 50 years, 
and the opposition a provision that 
at the expiration of the license, the 
lease could be recaptured by the 
Goverament or the license re-is- 
sued to such a preferred applicant 
as a municipality. 

“In either case, the holder of 
the original license would receive, 
as a consideration for its plant, as 
it existed at the time of such re- 
capture, the ‘actual legitimate 
‘cost’ thereof, less several items, 
the principal of which is the bal- 
ance in the project depreciation 
reserve. It will be seen that the 
actual investment of private capi- 
tal was protected, but no incre- 
ment in water right value could be 
claimed as has generally accrued 
to the electrical industry through 
the possession of State grants of 
water rights.” 

Right of Perpetual Use. 

In other words, the report sug- 
gests that the power industry, be- 
sides getting a license to use the 
water for 50 years, should receive 
a further mght amounting to own- 
ership or right of perpetual use. 

The report recounts that the 
commission is composed of three 
Secretaries in the Cabinet and is 
under the immediate direction of 
an executive secretary, held, since 
July 1, by Frank E. Bonner, until

YOUNG REYNOLDS 
GETS FIVE MONTHS 
FOR AUTO KILLING 


Jury in London Finds 
American Guilty of Man- 
slaughter in Causing 
Death of Motorcyclist.

LONDON, July 31. — Richard 
Joshua Reynolds, wealthy young 
American of Winston Salem, N. C., 
today was found guilty of man- 
slaughter on charges growing 
out of an accident in which 
his automobile was involved and 
a motorcyclist was killed last 
Reynoids was sentenced to 


May. 


five months in prison. 

The Old Bailey jury deliberated 
less than an hour. Arthur Gra- 
ham, the motorcyclist, was killed 
on the Bath road at night when 
Reynolds was driving back to Lon- 
don from an outing at Hurley. The 
prosecution alleged the defendant 
was drunk at the time. 

Reynolds’ prison sentence was 
without hard labor. The young 
American was also ordered to pay 
the costs of the prosecution, which 
will be heavy. His lawyer, plead- 
ing for mitigation of the sentence, 
said Reynolds had provided for 
Graham's widow for life. 

The final address for the defense 
was delivered by Norman Birkett. 
The death of Graham, a young hus- 
band, Birkett said, had been linked 
with the fact that it was caused by 
a wealthy American who, because 
of his resources, had been able to 
summon distinguished lawyers to 
defend him. 

“If because of that there should 
be imparted any feeling into the 
matter, then there would be some 
danger that injustice will be done,”’ 
he said. “The case for the prose- 
cution in its main features pre- 
sents a strong case, and I have 
tried to meet it.” 

Judge Humphreys, in summing 
up the case, told the jury the facts 
that the defendant was young and 
an American should not make the 
smallest difference, in the way the 
case should be regarded. The ad- 
ministration of justice in England 
always prided itself on making no 
distinction between native and for- 
eigner. | 

Neither should his wealth make 
any difference. If some of it had 
been used in generous behavior 
toward the widow of the man with 
whose death he was charged, Rey- 
nolds had dorfe no more than the 
law could compel him to do.

BEAT OLD RECORD 
MORE THAN WEEK 


Jackson and O’Brine Phys- 
ically Fit and Ready to 
Go Up Again in Same 
Ship. 


Two broadly smiling aviators, 
cleanly attired and freshly shayv- 


en, set foot on the ground last 
night for the first time in 17% 
days. 

Dale Jackson and Forest O’Brine, 
world record endurance flyers, had 
piloted their small orange mono- 
plane through light and darkness, 
173 hours, 37 minutes and 30 sec- 
onds longer than the previous 
world record for refueling endur- 
ance flight. 

Their tithe was 420 hours, 21 
minutes and 30 seconds. 

They concluded their flight, the 
flyers explained, not because they 
had been ordered down, as they 
had intended to disregard the or- 
der, but because they wanted to 
attend the funeral! today of their 
friend, George Lea Lambert, who 
had been killed in an airplane 
accident Monday. 

15,000 Cheer Them. 

Their landing was attended by a 
mass frenzy among the 15,000 or 
20,000 persons at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field that rivaled the rush after 
the descent of Col. Lindbergh at 
Le Bourget Field near Paris in 
1927. 

As soon as the Robin's wheels 
touched the ground, the crowd 
broke through the ropes with roar- 
ing cheers and ran headlong for 
the plane. The promptness of 
Jackson in cutting off the motor 
before the spectators reached the 
plane doubtless saved several lives, 
for the crowd knew no barrier. 

Police, constables, deputy 
sheriffs and field officers were 
shoved aside and had all they could 
do to avoid being trampled. In 
one mad rush the  spectators— 
women with children in their arms, 
men with youngsters in tow, air 
school students—all surged fever- 
ishly toward the plane, 

Recovering from the first shock 
the police rallied enough to form 
lines around Jackson and O'Brine 
and take them as far as the hangar 
of the Robertson Airplane Service 
Co., where the silding doors shut 
out the public and the flyers posed 
for photographs and wefe inter- 
viewed.

Robertson, said that they would 
have the job of beating their rec- 
ord, if anyone else, with any sort 
of equipment, outdid their per- 
formance, This is a big “if,” for 
the margin of Jackson and O’Brine 
over the former record of the An- 
geleno ig 7 days & hours and 38 
minutes. The Angeleno flew 246 
hours and 43 minutes. The St. 
Louis Robin’s exact record is 420 
hours, 21 minutes and 30 seconds. 

Before starting for the lunche

Borrows Price of Haircut. 

The two flyers, whose earning”

money with them, and “Obie” had 
to borrow the price of his haircut 
from “Red” Jackson, who re« 
marked that he guessed they were 
still pals. 

Both were positive that they 
were not going to accept offers for 
theatrical appearances. Young 
Mra.

Money From Newspaper 
Syndicate to Increase 
Earnings — Theatrical 
Offers Are Received. 


The known cash income of Dale 
Jackson and Forest O’Brine from 
their endurance flight, apart from 
their salaries, has amounted to 
$31,529.01. In addition, they are 
being paid by a newspaper syn- 
dicate for the story of their 17% 
days in the air and they received 
professional theatrical offers 
which, if accepted, would have 
meant more money, but they an- 
nounced teday these offers would 
not be accepted. 

The flyers’ pictures have been 
used in a cigarette advertisement, 
but not as an outright indorse- 
ment, Whether this will add to 
their bankroll is not known. The 
salaries paid them during their 
feat -have not been disclosed, but 
undoubtedly the pay check of each 


will be in four figures. There was 
a report among pilots at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field that Jackson and 
O’Brine were being paid a flat sum 
of $3000 each for their services in 
the flight, regardless of its dura- 
tion. 
Gifts Presented at Luncheon. 
Numerous gifts were sent to the 
flyers at Lambert Field or held for 
delivery at today’s Chamber of 
Commerce-City Club luncheon in 
their honor. The share of each man 
of the known cash side income is 
$15,764.50. This includes $28,618 
in flying-time bonuses from seven 
companies and $2913.01 in miscel- 
laneous contributions to a purse, 
ranging from $2 to $800, the odd 
penny being accompanied by a note 
of good-natured joshing. 
The bulk of the side money, or 
25,300, came from the Curtiss 
Aeroplane & Motor Co., makers of 
the Challenger engine used in the 
St. Louis Robin. Eight days ago, 
when Jackson and O’Brine broke 
the old record, this company of- 
fered them $100 an hour for every 
hour they were in the air in excess 
of the time of the previous record 
maker, the Angeleno, at Culver City, 
Cal. The flyers did not wish to heed 
a request to land yesterday morn- 
ing, saying they were “shooting at 
the §00-hour mark.” Thereupon 
the company telegraphed word that 
it would pay the pilots the same as 
if they had remained aloft 620 
hours, no matter when they quit. 
Flying Time Bonuses, 
Besides the money from the mo- 
tor makers, flying time bonuses of 
the two aviators were: 
$842 from the Municipal The- 
ater Association, which offered 
each man $1 an hour for every 
hour aloft. This gift carries the 
condition that Jackson and 
O’Brine make a personal ap- 
pearance on the Municipal The- 
ater stage on a night to be des- 
ignated in advance.

we saw how easy it was to com- 
municate from ship to ground, In 
the excitement of taking off and 
getting this flight started we had 
forgotten completely to take on 
drinking water, and the hot 
weather soon showed us the error

“Roused up by Red for our first 
contact, the one thing on which 
the whole success of our venture 
was going to depend during the 
entire flight, I made ready to 
receive the hose from the refuel- 
ing ship, piloted by our partner, 
Maj. C. Ray Wassall. mc Ve 
Chaffee, whom we call Shorty, was 
waiting there with the precious 
hose to lower to us as the fueling 
ship swung into position a few 
feet above us.’’—(O’Brine.) 

“This first contact, thanks to 
practice over a period of the week 
before the flight, was a perfect 
success. Shorty lowered the hose 
just behind the propeller and Obie 
grasped it before the weight had 
time to so much as touch our 
ship. It was easy, once we had 
the hose, to connect it with our 
main tank. The only hard part 
of the maneuver came at the end 
when Obie got a good bath of 
gasoline as the hose was pulled up 
again to the flying water wagon. 


Cheered by Messages. 
“Following the refueling when 
we took on 60 gallons of gaso- 
line, we received our first con- 
signment of food from the earth 
and five gallons of oil. This came 
to us in two aluminum cans, 34% 
feet long, swung down on a rope 
by Shorty. The oil container 
we swung to the roof of the cabin 
over, the pilot on hooks, In a po- 
sition where we could drain it in- 
to the oil tank of the motor.

FLYERS’ HEALTH 
AND HEARING ARE 
AS G00D AS EVER 


ACKSON and O’Brine are as 
J rear and strong as when 

they began their endurance 
‘test, according to Dr. A. CG. 
Leggat, medical examiner for 
the Department of Commerce, 
who examined them before the 
takeoff. and again last night. 
Dr. Leggat said: 

“My predictions were knocked 
higher than a cocked hat. Much 
to my surprise, the hearing of 
both boys was perfectly normal. 
I had expected a temporary 
deafness that would last any- 
where from a half-hour to a 
day or more, but I found their 
hearing 20-20, or. normal, im- 
mediately after landing. Their 
general physical condition was 
remarkable, and at least equal 
to their condition when they 
took off. They were in perfect 
health then, and when they 
landed. ° 
‘They appeared slightly nervous 
last night, but that was due to 
excitement at the welcome ten- 
dered them. Increased pulse 
rates were also probably due 
to excitement rather than the 
physical strain of the flight. 
This would also account for the 
slight increase in blood pres- 
sure. 

“Tl consider it one of the 
most remarkable features 
shown by the examination that 
both were able to maintain 
their weight, and that O’Brine 
actually was able to gain a 
pound and a half.” (O’Brine 
weighed 138% before the take- 
off and 140 after the landing; 
Jackson’s weight was 154 both 
times. ) 


hear the whistles, but we knew 
what the message was coming up 
from below.

“At this point we really settled 
down to our task. Our hearts 
were light because our faith in 
the good old Curtiss Challenger 
Robin had been justified.

We 
were now out to set a record 
which we hope will last for two 
or three days and also were de- 
termined to outlast the engine and 
ship. 

“From this point on we were 
warned by Maj. Albert Bond 
Lambert, official observer of our 
flight for the contest committee of 
the National Aeronautic Associa- 
tion, to stay at all times within 
gliding distance of the field be- 
cause in order to make the record 
official when we finally had to 
come down it would be necessary 
to land on the same field we took 
off on. 

“One thing occurred to change 
our plans of outlasting the engine 
and plane. Our friend, George 
Lea Lambert, s0 we heard by 
@ message, was killed in a most 
unfortunate accident. We could 
not stay up in the air much long- 
er after this—we must land to 
pay our respects to his family. 
*“‘We had also notes from the 
ground asking us to take no un- 
necessary risks. This would not 
have mattered so much to us be- 
cause we believed the ship still 
had several hundred hours left 
in it. The only failure in any 
respect was the loosening of the 
left stabilizer support, and this, 
we believe, could have been re- 
paired in flight. 

“Well, here we are back again, 
delighted to mingle once more 
with our friends, but simply over- 
come by the kindness and magni- 
tude of our reception.

Traffic whistles blew as police 
tried vainly to stem the rush, 
desperate photographers set off 
blinding flashlights, frenzied cam- 
eramen shouted ‘“‘get out of the 
way!” and “more flares!”” Nobody 
heard. 

Plane Towed to Hangar. 
A caterpillar tractor creaked and 
rattled out from beside the hangar, 
intent on getting to the Robin and 
towing it in. Field employes 
massed on every available perch of 
its exterior, shouted, blew whistles, 
and the tractor moved forward in 
tank-fashion into the milling 
throng. It literally had to push 
the crowd out of the way. 
The trip back to the hangar, 
about 100 yards, was made at a 
snail-like pace, with spectators 
knocking each other over merely 
to lay a finger against the wing 
or to shake an aileron. Some 
grabbed on the wing braces, oth- 
ers hung on the wings themselves 
and thus, through squirming 
masses, the endurance plane was 
towed back to the hangar where 
the flyers had preceded it. 
There was, however, no effort 
made to tear strips of fabric from 
the wings or to wrench loose other 
souvenirs. A cursory examination 
of the plane later showed it had 
not suffered at all from its turb- 
ulent journey on the ground. 
While the landing had been fore- 
cast in a message dropped by the 
flyers during the afternoon, the ac- 
tual landing was fraught with 
many delays. With the end of the 
flight expected momentarily, the 
crowd massed early behind the 
ropes which str€tched outward 
from the inclosed concrete space 
between the Robertson service han- 
gar and the Universal School, leav- 
ing an avenue of approach to the 
inclosure about 100 feet wide. 
A heavy rain of half an hour, 
starting shortly after 5 p. m., had 
drenched everyone thoroughly and 
made a bog of the two-inch layer 


With the rain over, the waiting 
began again. But it was not until 
7:30 o’clock that the ship crossed 
above the field at 1200 feet anda 
single flash from a hand flashlight 
glowed for an instant from the 
cabin window. 

After making a big circle again, 
the Robin “pop-popped” over the 
crowd at 900 feet and this time the 
light flashed on and off again and 
again. That meant only one thing, 
the landing was at hand. 

Again the big circle to the north 
and west and the next time the 
crowd saw the plane it was speed- 
ing, apparently with throttle wide 
open, 50 feet high across the air- 
port. Over the crowd it suddenly 
banked steeply to the left and rose 
several hundred feet in a triumph- 
ant chandelle, the aviator’s flour- 
the wings, “NR59H,"” were dimly 
visible in the dusk. 

Returning for the last time, now 
about 100 feet over the field, Jack- 
son banked to the right, whirled 
the ship around’ gracefully and 
came down, facing west, to a per- 
fect three-point landing, gauging

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Endurance Flight 
Sidelights 


OOTS DEMPSEY, a test pilot 
B employed by the Curtiss-Rob- 

ertson Co., flew low over the 
crowd at 4:30 yesterday afternoon 
in the Missouri Robin, the endur- 
ance plane which camhe down July 
22 after five days in the air. Spec- 
tators, glancing hurriedly at the 
black stripe painted diagonally 
down the left side of the ship, as- 
sumed it was Jackson and O’Brine 
preparing to land. A field attache 
turned on the siren, a pre-arranged 
signal that the St. Louis Robin had 
landed, and spectators rushed to 
the ropes stretched along the field, 
only to be told that it was a false 


alarm. 


Joseph Mellen, publicity repre- 
sentative for the Curtiss interests 
and at present personal represen- 
tative for the endurance flyers, 
said Jackson an@ O’Brine were “not 
interested in a vaudeville offer of 
$5000 a week for 50 weeks.” He 
said he would not even discuss the 
offer with a theatrical agent be- 
cause “the boys won't do it.” 


One jubilant spectator in the 
crowd that milled and pressed 
about the plane last night, shout- 
ed to anyone who would listen 
after the flyers reached temporary 
sanctuary in ‘the hangar: “I put 
my hat on Red Jackson's head as 
soon as he got out. Here it is. 
Look at it. It was on Red Jack- 
son's head. 


The St. Louis Robin was olil- 
stained, particularly at the center of 
the wing, along the top and side of 
the fuselage and on the tail. Con- 
spicuous on the top of the fusel- 
age, just back of the refueling com- 
partment, was a white patcn where 
the fabric had been damaged in 
making contact with the refueling 
plane and had been mended in the 
air apparently with adhesive tape. 
The patch was about five inches 
square. 


“We were trying to hold the 
crowd back when a woman fell 
right in front of us,’’ one of the 
volunteer guards sald after the 
rush had abated. “We tried to 
help her but the crowd surged 
forward over her. None of us saw 
her get up.” 


Jackson's wife and mother, and 
O’Brine’s wife were in the pilots’ 
room during the medical] cxamina- 
tion, with several officials of the 
Curtiss-Robertson Airplane Manu- 
facturing Co., builders of the Robin 
plane. At the conclusion of the 
examination, the wives left, Mrs. 
O’Brine halted reporters who were 
waiting to enter the room with this 
request: “Please dont keep the 
boys too long. We want them.” 


One of the amusing sidelights of 
the final wait for the landing of 
the Robin was the trepidation with 
which a group of air mail pilots, 
atop the Universal hangar, ap- 
proached the edge of the _ roof. 
These men, who may have to jump 
8000 feet in the line. of duty, 
minced toward the brink as if to- 
tally unaccustomed to such alti- 
tudes. 


Students of the air schools en- 
livened the long wait. Fifty or 
more, coated with mud from head 
to foot, performed impromptu foot- 
ball games. acrobatic acts and 
tugs of war to the delight of the 
watchers. 


Twenty-five motorcycle  police- 
men escorted the guests of honor 
from the field to the Coronado Ho- 
tel. Two of them spilled at Kings- 
highway and Waterman avenue but 
neither was hurt. 


An Italian who reached the field 
about 10 o’clock last night after 
the excitement of the landing had 
subsided, announced he wanted to 
“celebrate for the boys.’’ He pro- 
duced six aerial bombs and was 
permitted to set them off for the 
entertainment of the night watch- 
man and late loiterers. 


The refueling plane, a duplicate 
of the Robin, was towed into a 
hangar late yesterday afternoon 
for the first time in 18 days. Maj. 
C. Ray Wassall, its pilot, said: “I 
don’t know how it'll be to live Iike 
a&.reguiar human being again. I’ve 
about forgotten how I lived before 
I began doing the feeding act for 
the Robin.” 


Radio Station KMOX wants to 
know if it hasn't set a record, too. 
Signing off at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing, the station had been on the 
air every hour for 186% hours. 
Under the direction of James H. 
Higgs, business manager, it main- 
tained a studio in a partition in the 
field manager's office. 


Station KWK, under the leader- 
ship of Thomas Patrick Convey, 
broadcast from a tent alongside the 
refueling tent, Despite the 
fact that KMOX had contracted 
for the first word, the confusion 
was s0 great when the men landed 
that the first “Hello, folks!” went 
through the KWK microphone,

To always maintain a supple and well-timed wrist action is an- 
other of the difficulties which comes to me from time to time in play- 


ing golf. 
wonderfully apt expression. 


George Duncan describes it as being ‘‘wooden wristed’’—a 
When one gets that way all the snap of 


the stroke is lost, and likewise every bit of control both in distance 


and direction. 


It is no more feasible to hit a golf ball than to throw 


a stone or crack a whip without a generous action of the wrists. 


The thing which tightens me up— 
and I assume it is very much the 
same with other players—is being 
too careful to hit the shot exactly 
on line. It is the same old story 
of tension with which golfers are 
so familiar, only manifested in a 
place where we are less likely to 
look for it. The feeling of anxiety 
which one has which causes the 
wrists to stiffen is hard to describe. 
To me it is like the mental proc- 
ess which causes me to jab a three- 
foot putt—afraid to take too much 
back swing for fear that if the club 
face ever is considerably open it 
will be impossible to straighten it 
up in time to hit the ball. It is 
really a case of being afraid to 
move for fear of doing something 
wrong. 

The trouble is caused by a fail- 
ure to flex or cock the wrists at 
the top of the swing. A relaxed 
grip and a slow, generous, back- 
swing are great aids in overcoming 
wooden wrists, because the forced 
leisurely action tends to reduce the 


tension created by anxious nerves, | 


and, too, if the club is carried baci: 
as far as the horizontal position, 
the movement must be aided by at 
least a smal! amount of wrist ac- 
tion. Once in that position, it is 
not difficult to “craek the whip.” 
To spare the shot affords a fine 
opportunity for inactive wrists. It 
is far easier, then, to grip the club 
tightly and to chop off the back- 
stroke before it reaches anything 
like its proper proportions. This is 
one reason which has led me to fa- 
vor, when there is any doubt about

SUBWAY, ELEVATED AND BUS 
LINES IN MUNICIPAL COMPANY 


For Less Than Nickel (20 Pfennigs) Cus- 
tomers Can Travel 27 Miles—No Z 
Idea of Increasing Fare. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, July 30.—The amalzga- 
mation of all traffic services here 
into a single municipal company, 
Capitalized at 400,000,000 marks, 
(about $100,000,000) has recently 
been effected, after years of inde- 


fatigable campaigning on the part 
of City Counselor Ernest Reuter. 

Reuter, who recently returned 
from a prolonged stay in America 
where he studied traffic problems 
in the larger cities, is generally 
credited with bringing under one 
municipal directing agency the 
600 miles of tram, subway and ele- 
vated routes of Berlin. Under the 
new system, the city administrates 
street car, subway, elevated and 
bus lines, which carry annually a 
total of 1,800,000,000 persons. 

The traffic mileage of Paris and 
London is greater than that of 
Berlin, but the German capital has 
375 miles of strect car mileage, 
more than any other city in mod- 
ern Europe. Subway milezve in 
Berlin is reckoned at 196 miles. 
Both systems are continually ex- 
tending their services throughs new 
areas, 

No Tram-Bus Competition. 

The street car system in Ber- 
lin for years had been described 
as “a nuisance,” but the manare- 
ment of the new Berlin Tra‘fic Co.. 
the municipal directing agency, has 
Wrought administrative miracles 
and introduced modern methods of 
traffic control. Competition be- 
tween trams and busses ig n9 
longer necessary with unifie3 con- 
trol. This fact has contributed to 
the success of the new manage- 
ment. 

It was erroneously reported 
shortly after the organization of 
the new company, that street car 
traffic would be discontinued in 
Berlin, in favor of busses. On this 
score, a high official of the new 
company said: “There is no inten- 
tion of abandoning street car traf- 
fic in Berlin and substituting bus 
service. The misunderstanding is 
due to a_ categorical statement 
made by one of the directors of 
the directors of the Berlin traffic 
company. Street cars are the 
backbone of our traffic from the 
economic point of view. 

“They are cheaper to operate 
than busses, and in fact a consid- 
erable part of the revenues from 
tram cars is now being used _ to 
maintain and improve the bus serv- 
ices. The policy of the new com- 
pany is to use busses more in the 
outlyiug districts. 


When these dis- 


tricts are sufficiently populated, the 
street car system will be extended. 

“It is our policy that the street 
car follows the pioneering bus. In 
the future, it is conceivable that, 
in the interests of traffic, the bus 
will be completely climinated from 
use in Beriin, the entire passen- 
ger traffic being confined to street 
cars, and, of course to the under- 
grounds.” 

49 Per Cent Use Tram. 

In 1928, of the 1,800,000,000 who 
used traffic services in Berlin, 
49.9 per cent used tramways; 14.7 
per cent used the underground or 
subway; 12.4 per cent used busses; 
and 23 per cent used the Metropol- 
itan Railways, part of the State 
Railways system. 

In 1926, street cars carried 55.8 
per cent of traffic; busses, 7.5; 
the underground, 11.2, and the 
Metropolitan Railway, 25.5 per 
cent. The total number of pas- 
sengers carried that year, 1,460,- 
000,000. 

In 1927, street cars carried 62.1 
per cent; busses was 9.3 per cent; 
the underground, 14.2 per cent; 
and the Metropolitan Railways, 
23.9 per cent. The total carried 
that year was i1,601,000,000 pas- 
sengers. 

In the first months of 1929, the 
street cars carried a monthly av- 
erage of 77,800,000 passengers; 
the busses 23,400,000; and _ the 
subways 21,500,000. 

Fares Are Cheap. 

When traveling long distances, 
the Berliner mainly favors trams 
and busses, rather than the un- 
derground. The latter loses traf- 
fic to street cars in the summer 
time. For a paltry 20 pfennings— 
less than a nickel—a Berliner can 
travel about 27 miles—10 miles on 
busses and 17 miles on street cars. 

Traffic grows consistently in Ber- 
lin. The company has no inten- 
tion of increasing fares. The Ber- 
lin Traffic Co., employs a staff of 
27,200 persons, of which 18,000 
are actually engaged in traffic 
work, while 8000 work in the shops 
and about 1200 in the administra- 
tive offices. 

Traffic has always been a sore 
point with Berliners. They are 
noted for lengthy arguments over 
this troublesome problem of mod- 
ern cities. However, the com- 
plaints of late have been marked- 
ly fewer. Officials of the new 
company believe, in time, they will 
provide traffic service of which 
the Berliner tnay boast. But it 
will not be through bus service. 
It will be through a sort of glori- 
fied street car.

broadcast in honor of the contest- 
ants. 

Edison, Senior, shook hands with 
about 1000 friends and relatives of 
the boys who will take the scho- 
lastic examination tomorrow. 

The boys, ranging in age from 
15 to 21 years, come from the 48 
States and the District of Colum- 
bia. They were selected by elim- 
ination as the “‘brightest” in their 
states in mechanical and scientific 
subjects. To the winner will be 
awarded a scholarship for free tu- 
ition in technical schools for four 
years. 

The public attention which has 
surrounded each contestanc since 
his selection as his State’s repre- 
sentative obviously has had its cf- 
fect.

DEFENDS POSTPONING 
OF SHIP BUILDING 


Says Both Nations, Pledged 
to Kellogg Treaty, Should 
Not Engage in Construc- 
tion Rivalry.

LONDON, July 31.—Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald had another 
conversaion on the naval disarma- 
ment question with Ambassador 
Dawes at No. 10 Downing street 
this aftefhoon. This is the last of 
a series of conversations they will 
hold before the Premier starts to- 
morrow on his three weeks’ holiday 
at his Lossiemouth, Scotland, home. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 31. — The 


agreement between the United 
States and Great Britain looking to 
complete equality in the strength 
of their navies is held out by Pres- 
ident Hoover as an answer to 
critics of his decision to postpone 
work on the three cruisers which 
were to have been laid down in 
navy yards next fall. 

Quoting “‘our naval authorities” 
on parity with Great Britain as “a 
complete defense of the United 
States in any contingency,” the 


President has set forth the im- 
portance he attaches to the London 
agreement in a letter replying to 
critics of his cruiser postponement 
action by Paul V. McNutt, National 
Commander of the American Le- 
gion. 

He describes the agreement as 
“the first step of the renewed con- 
sideration of reduction of the ex- 
cessive world naval armament” and 
holds it to be “a forward step of 
the first importance,” reiterating 
his position that defense is all that 
the United States is seeking. 

McNutt’s criticism was that post- 
ponement of the cruiser building 
tended toward disparity rather 
than parity with Great Britain and 
argued that the United States, in- 
stead, should move to build up its 
fleet until it reached a basis of 
equality. 

Competitive Shipbuilding. 

The President expressed his opin- 
ion that it was better to establish 
such a relation as that represented 
in the parity agreement than to 
“resign ourselves to continued at- 
tempts to establish it by rival con- 
struction programs,” and contin- 
ued: 

“We need not disguise the fact 
that, aside from the capital ship 
limitations under the Washington 
treaty, competitive building has 
been in progress on both sides since 
the great war, and we have arrived 
only at disparity, not parity. 

“It creates burdensome expendi- 
tures, a constant stream of suspi- 
cion, ill-will and misunderstanding. 
Moreover, by constant expansion of 
naval strength we can not fail to 
stimulate fear and ill-will through- 
out the rest of the world toward 
both of us, and thus defeat the very 
purposes which you have so well 
expressed as being the object of 
the Legion, when you say, ‘the Le- 
gion stands uniformly for move- 
ments which will make permanent 
peace more certain and assure bet- 
ter understanding between na- 
tions.’ ”’ 

“Apparently Misinformed.” 

“J fear you have been misin- 
formed as to the actual problems 
that lie before us if we are to 
succeed in such a negotiation, for

FRENCH GET MORE TIME 
70 PAY $400,000 000 


Mellon Puts Off Settlement Date 
From Tomorrow to 
May 1, 1930. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—Pay- 
ment of France’s $400,000,000 war 
supplies debt to the United States, 
due tomorrow, has been postponed 
in view of that nation’s ratification 
of the $4,025,000,000 Mellon-Ber- 
enger agreement which provides 
for funding the debt with all other 
war obligations, over a period of 
62 years. 

The postponement was effected 
through an exchangt of notes be- 
tween Secretary Mellon and Am- 
bassador Claudel. Although the 
Congressional resolution authoriz- 
ing such action in event of French 
ratification of the general debt 
funding agreement failed to re- 
ceive the signatures necessary to 
make it a law, the administration 
felt that its adoption by both Sen- 
ate and House shortly before they 
recessed for the summer provided 
moral authority to carry out its 
intent. 

The postponement was made ef- 
fective until May 1, next year, sub- 
ject to approval or disapproval of 
the general agreement by Con- 
gress. Calling attention to the fact 
that Congress will reassemble in 
a short time, Secretary Melion told 
the Ambassador he expected the 
agreement to “receive considera- 


tion at an early date.” 


Pending congressional approval, 
the French Government will con- 
tinue to pay interest on the war 
supplies debt with the understand- 
in gthat, if the Mellon-Rerenger 
agreement is ratified, such pay- 
ments will be credited to the gen- 
eral annuities. Within a reasonable 
time after congressional approval, 
France is expected to bring the 
payments specified in the agree- 
ment to a current basis.

LONDON FINDING IN 
WRECK OF VESTRIS 


Board of Trade Also Holds 
That SOS Was Delayed 
Six Hours Too Long — 
112 Lives Lost. 


AGENTS ORDERED 
TO PAY $2425 COSTS 


Report Blames Lamport & 
Holt Manager and Others 
in Varying Degree for the 
Disaster. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 34—The Lam« 
port & Holt liner Vestris, when it 
sailed on its fatal voyage from Hoe- 
boken, N. J., last November, was 
overloaded and unfit, was the main 
finding of the Board of Trade in- 


quiry into the Vestris’ sinking with 
a loss of 112 lives. The findings 
were made public today. The in- 
quiry court also found that SOS 
call was too long delayed. The 
court declared the SOS should have 
been sent out six hours earlier than 
it was. 

The court answered a list of 68 
questions bearing on the liner’s 
loss which the board had prepared 
and decided that the main contrib- 
utory causes were: 

Loading the vessel beyond the 
load line. 

The condition of the ship. 

Insufficient margin of stabil- 
ity and reserve of buoyancy. 

Heavy weather and high wind 
and sea, causing the vessel to 
list to starboard. 

Water finding its way into the 
lower bunkers, saturating the 
coal, causing a list and probably 
preventing the pumps from 
working efficiently. 

Court 40 Days in Session. 

The court, which sat for a rec<« 
ord period of 40 days hearing evi- 
dence, which previously had been 
dealt with by two American inves- 
tigating bodies, went minutely into 
all the circumstances of the loss 
of the ship. 

It found that disaster overtook 
the ship sooner than expected aft- 
er trouble developed and that this 
probably was the reason for the 
failure of more lifeboats to get 
away. 

Considerable attention was paid 
to the question of overloading and 
several of those who had duties 
to perform in connection with the 
vessel's cargo were held blame« 
worthy in varying degrees. 

The court named Mr. Woods, 
registered manager of Lamport & 
Holt, as in some degree to blame 
for failing to take further meas- 
ures to prevent overloading when 
he had been informed the ship 
had previously sailed overloaded. 

The court ordered the payment 
of £500 ($2425) costs by David 
Cook, vice president of Sanderson 
& Son, New York agents of Lam- 
port & Holt, who, it held, had not 
taken adequate measures to prevent 
the vessel from being loaded be- 
low the load line and it named 
Capt. Harry Wheeler, Marine su- 
perintendent, and Capt. William 
Heasley, assistant Marine supering« 
tendent, as blameabile in less de« 
gree. 

The court also found Chief Of- 
ficer Frank Johnson remiss in the 
manner in which he dealt with the 
ship's hatches but said his con- 
duct did not amount to wrongful 
act or default. 

Remiss With Women and Children. 

The court also found that there 
was remissness in placing all the 
women and children in certain 
lifeboats through the mistaken ap- 
plication of the traditional order 
“women and children first.” 

It was impossible to say whether 
the absence of definite orders to 
go to boat stations and abandon 
ship caused loss of life. There was 
no lack of order and discipline 
among the crew. 

The court recommended that 
the same protection of life afford. 
ed to immigrant ships by the

THE FRENCH SYSTEM. | 

Regret was expressed, at the end of the presiden- | 
tial campaign last year, that our Government, under | 
the rigid party system, could not avail itself of the | 
services of a specialist in public affairs like former | 
Gov. Smith. That a man of his unusual talents and | 
experience should be barred from the public service 
by the customs of politics was, it was submitted, a 
defect in our system. 

They do it differently in France, where Poincare 
and Briand practically alternate in the premiership. 
Either or both of them are almost continuously in 
the Cabinet. The fact that they are so frequently 
| drafted to high office may be accepted as proof of | 
their superior qualifications. 

That two men so different in temperament ‘and 
so far apart in conviction could maintain such offi- 
cial association and relationship is hardly com pre- 
hensible from our political Viewpoint. In this coun- 
try Poincare would belong to the Republican Old 
Guard—a standpatter, say, of the scholarly type of 
the late Senator Lodge, while Briand would be 
classed among the Democratic progressives. If Mr. 
Coolidge, for example, had chosen Senator Walsh 
of Montana for his Secretary of State, we should 
have an approximate parallel to Poincare’s selection 
of Briand for Foreign Minister.

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KANSAS CITY AND PROMOTER NEWMAN. 

How Promoter J. K. Newman and his Kansas City 
Service Company obtained a 30-year franchise from 
Kansas City, while the old franchise had stil] 18 
years to run, was told Monday in the Post-Dispatch. 
It is an interesting story of political intrigue and it 
carries an obvious moral for the city of St. Louis. 

When the franchise was drawn up, Kansas City 
politicians boasted that they had receiyed many con- 
cessions from the company in return for granting 
the immensely valuable right of using Kansas City’s 
streets. The principal concession was a provision in | 
the contract guaranteeing an 8-cent fare, 

That provision was not worth the paper it was) 
written on, as was demonstrated to Kansas City’s 
sorrow a few weeks ago when the company, disre- 
garding its agreement, asked the Public Service Com- 
mission to increase the fare to 10 cents. City Coun- 
selor Barker applied for an injunction against the 
increase, which was issued by a Circuit Judge, only 
to be promptly nullified by the Supreme Court. 

It is one of the A B C’s of utility regulation in| 
Missouri that the Public Service Commission has the 
power to fix rates of public utilities, and this power 
cannot be abrogated by agreement between city and 
company. Mr. Barker’s legal action was an attempt 
to lock the stable after the horse had been stolen. 

Kansas City, utterly helpless to hold the company | 
to its agreement, now awaits the action of the| 
Public Service Commission. Moreover, by granting a 
franchise, which confers upon the company a vested 
right, our neighbor may look forward to 30 years 
of helplessness. 

St. Louis is just now in the position occupied by | 
Kansas City defore it acceded to the request of Pro- 
moter J. K. Newman and his associates, who are 
using the same specious pleas for a franchise in 
St. Louis as they did in Kansas City. Shall we be 
so foolish as not to profit by Kansas City’s example, 
or shall we dispose our transportation problem in $ 
wiser way?

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SECRETARY HYDE AND THE FARMERS. 

The occasion may have been one which lent itself. 
only to the expression of truisms. At any rate, noth- | 
ing else appears from the news reports to have been | 
contained in the recent address of Secretary of Agri- | 
culture Hyde to the American Institute of Co-opera-. 
tion at Baton Rouge. He told the institute that the 
cause of co-operative organization was “ready for. a 
general forward movement”; that there was great) 
need in this movement for “unselfish and far-vi- | 
sioned leadership”; that the object of co-operation | 
was profit for the farmers; that agriculture was en: | 
titled to equality in the economic structure of the 
United States. 

These are all familiar shibboleths. The farmer | 
knows them by heart. They have been hurled at him | 
from the campaign stump and the halls of Congress | 
with increasing frequency for the last 10 years. Hear- | 
ing them now, he will be pardoned if he shrugs his | 
shoulders and reserves his applause. 

Secretary Hyde stressed particularly the need of | 
leadership. But, it may be asked, was not the Fed-| 
eral Farm Board, of which the Secretary is a mem- ; 
ber, set up for the express purpose of furnishing this : 
leadership? What is it to do if it is not to show | 
the way to a forward-march of the co-operative move- |

|/ment? We had imagined that this was precisely what 


the board was trying to do through its sponsorship | 
of a $20,000,000 co-operative wheat-marketing agency. | 

The immediate need, we believe, is not what Sec-| 
retary Hyde suggests, but a strengthening of the | 
farmers’ will to co-operate. It was one of the main | 
arguments for the equalization fee that the success | 
of a given marketing enterprise was dependent upon | 
100 per cent co-operation, and that this could only be | 
attained through compulsion. Examples were cited | 
of promising movements that had been wrecked by | 
“scabbing.” Mr. Hoover stood for voluntary co-op. | 
eration. He maintained that the co-operative organ- | 
izations could be made so attractive that farmers 
would flock to them in sufficient numbers to insure 
success. 

This is the theory that was written into the farm 
relief act. It is the basic theory of the act. The | 
big job before the board and Secretary Hyde is to | 
convince the farmers—all the farmers—of the vir- | 
tues of co-operation and bring them within the ap- | 
propriate organizations.

| Law of the land is made, in last analysis, by decisions of judges; suggestions by 


Roosevelt and La Follette for modification of jurists’ absolute sway assailed by 
conservatives of their day, but John Marshall 100 years ago saw need of curb- 
ing domination of bench over public affairs.

N 1924 the Progressive candidates (La 
| Follette and Wheeler) urged that a 

Legislature should have the power to re- 
enact a law which had been nullified by a 
court merely because it conflicted with the 
political, social or economic theories of the 
Judges. Thereupon the candidates of the 
“party of Lincoln” denounced La Follette 
and Wheeler, exactly as Stephen A. Douglas 
bad denounced Abraham Lincoln, 65 years 
before, for “assailing the judiciary” and 
“undermining the Constitution.” Worship- 
ers of Chief Justice Marshall shouted their 
horror at such “attacks upon the courts,” 
in 1912 and 1924. Yet more than 100 years 
before, when his colleague, Justice Chase, 
had been impeached, this same John Mar- 
shall wrote Chase in these words: 

I think the modern doctrine of im- 
peachment should yield to an appellate 
jurisdiction in the Legislature. A rever- 
sal of those legal opinions deemed un- 
sound by the Legislature would certainly 
better comport with the mildness of our 
character than a removal of the Judge 
who has rendered them unknowing of his 
fault. 

Thus over a century before Roosevelt and 
LaFollette made their “radical” attacker on 
the barb-wire protected bench, “the su- 
preme conservative,” the ablest expounder 
and defender of our Constitution, the great 
Chief Justice Marshall himself, had pro- 
posed the “recall of decisions’ —as a “mild- 
er’ method of correcting judicial error than 
the removal of the Judge! 

« . + 


It is the height of fashion for conservative 
patriots to attack members of Congress and 
force them out of office because they make 
bad laws. But anyone who seeks to criticise 
or to remove a Judge who makes bad laws 
will be called a “dangerous radical” and 
may even be excluded from cocktail parties 
in our “best homes.” 

The portentous warnings of eminent coun- 
sel often reveal their reverential attitude 
with amusing clearness. During the argu- 
ments of the O'Fallon case before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, I had sug- 
gested to the Commission that it had an in- 
dependent function of tovernment to per- 
form; that it might properly seek light upon 
legal duties and legal] rights in the decisions 
of the courts, but that it should not “listen 
with reverent ears to every casual] opinion” 
of a Judge upon “questions of public pol- 
icy.” which the courts themselves agree 
should be decided by legislators and not 
by Judges. Whereupon Judge Brantley, 
one of the chief counsel] for the railroads, 
announced that his only reply to my argu- 
ment would be to tell a story of the old 
doorkeeper in the Capitol, who was trying 
to keep a visitor out of the crowded Su- 
preme Courtroom, and who said: “You bet- 
ter remember this. If you gets in contempt 
of this court you ain't got nowhere to ap- 
peal to except to God!”

In comment upon these humorous  re- 
marks I would observe that respect for 
superior intelligence or authority may indi- 
cate a sOund sense of social discipline: but 
that prostration before human beings or 
their opinions indicates only a lack of full 
self-respect. I¢ in truth the only appeal 
from the Supreme Court is te God, it might 
be wise to provide for an intermediary ap- 


peal to the American people! Instead of 
taking an appeal to the “God of Hosts” in 
1861, it might have been less ruinous °o 
have appealed even from the Supreme 
Court to the bleachers! The Judge who. him- 
self has the courage to dissent should ex- 
pect no less courage in those against whom 
be rules. Those who cry shrilly with Chief 
Justice Marshall that “an attack on the ju- 
diciary isin fact._an attack upon the Union,” 
betray a fear of criticism which is likely 
to destroy both the freedom of a people 
and the wisdom of their rulers. 


It may be revealing a dangerous secret 
but, in confidence that very few will per- 
ceive its significance, I will venture to re- 
veal the fact that no progressive party in 
the United States will ever progress appre- 
ciably until its rank and file have been edu- 
cated to understand that the principal and 
supreme lawmakers in this nation are the 
Judges. All “inside” students of govern- 
ment and “practical politicians” of the first 
rank know this. But among 115,000,000 
people, the bulk of those who think at all 
on the subject believe that they elect Sen- 
ators and Representatives to “make” their 
laws and that the Judges only “Interpret” 
and “enforce” the laws that other people 
make. No other popular conception is 
equally untrue except the belief in Zion 
City, IIL, that the world is fiat. 


When a gangster in Chicago, or a politi- 
cian in Washington, or a corporation presi- 
cent in New York, wants to know the “law.” 
he is only mildly interested in what may be 
written in the statutes. His vivid interest 
is in knowing what some Judge will do. 
He wants his lawyer to tell him that. be- 
cause—in the authoritative words of Mr. 
Justice Holmes—‘The prophecies of what 
the courts will do in fact, and nothing more 
pretentious, are what I mean by the law.” 


As a young man I listened with deep 
respect to the teaching of the eminent John 
Chipman Gray of Harvard. But it was 
years later before I got understanding of 
his wisdom and appreciated the scientific 
accuracy of his definition of “the law”: 


The true view, as I submit, is that the 
law is what the Judges declare: that 
statutes, precedents, the opinions of 
learned experts, customs and morality are 
the sources of the law; that back of 
everything lie the opinions of the ruling 
spirits of the community, who have the 
power to close any of these sources: 
but that as long as they do not interfere, 
the Judges, in establishing law, have re- 
course to these sources. 


There, written in scholarly language, is 
the dangerous secret which is well known 
to lega! scientists but seldom revealed by 
lawyers or politicians—principally because. 
they don’t know it. “The law is what the 
Judges declare. Back of everything lie the 
opinions of the ruling spirits of the com- 
munity.” For 25 years we progressives 
babbied about “Invisible government” and 
cccasionally bleated about “judicia! usurpa. 
tion.” Meanwhile our law was being vis- 
ibly prepared in the nolay, cock-sure opin- 
ions of our “ruling spirits.” These opinions 
were then being made into law, 
“Judicial usurpation.” but by Judges doing 
gg what they were elected or appointed

The British novelist, Gerald Bul- 
lett, author of “The History of Egg 
Pandervil” which was recently 
published {in America and has been 
attracting unusual attention, has 
been saying things about American 
novelists, of whom he thinks high- 
ly, on the whole.

In particular women and 
children were placed in three of 
the port boats in mistaken appli- 
cation of the traditional order of 
women and children first. There 
was no lack of order among the 
crew or any particular section of 
the crew.”’

When Kat stands in front of the 
hut and says: “‘There’ll be a bom- 
bardment,” that is merely his own 
opinion; but if he says it here, then 
the sentence has the sharpness of a 
bayonet in the moonlight, it cuts 
clean through the thought, it 
thrusts nearer and speaks to this 
unknown thing that is awakened 
in us, a dark meaning—‘There’ll 
be a bombardment.” Perhaps it is 
our inner and most secret life that 
shivers and falls on guard. 

To me the front is a mysterious 
whirlpool.

When he presses him- 
self down upon her long and pow- 
erfully, when he buries his face 
and his limbs deep in her from the 
fear of death by shell fire, then 
she is his only friend, his brother, 
his mother; he stifles his .terror 
and his cries In her silence and her 
security; she shelters him and gives 
him a new lease of 10 seconds ot 
life, receives him again and often 
forever. 

Earth!—Earth!—LEarth! 

Earth with thy folds, and hollows 
and holes, into which a man may 
fling himself and crouch down! in 
the spasm of terror under the hals- 
ing of annihilation, in the bellow- 
ing death of the explosions, © 
Earth, thou grantest us the great 
resisting surge of new-won life 
Our being, almost utterly carried 
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away by the fury of the storm, 
streams back through our hands 
from thee, and we, thy redeemec 
ones, bury ourselves in thee, ana 
through the long minutes in a mute 
agony of hope bite into thee with 
our lips! 

At the sound of fl'e first dron- 
ing of the shells we tush back in 
one part of our being, a thousand 
years. By the animal instinct that 
is awakened in us we are led and 
protected. It is not conscious; it is 
far quicker, much more sure, less 
fallible, than consciousness. One 
cannot explain it. A man is walk- 
ing along without thought or heea 
—suddenly he throws himself down 
on the ground and a storm of frag- 
ments flies harmlessly over him: 
yet he cannot remember either to 
have heard the shell coming or to 


have thought of flinging himsels»., 


down. But had he not abandoned 


himself to the impulse he wduld 


now be a heap of mangled flesh. 
It is this other, this second sight 
in us, that has thrown us to the 
ground and saved us, without our 
knowing how.
